>For those of you interested in VLF-transmissions in 
>general and Alexanderson Alternator in particular 
>there will be a testtransmission in connection with 
>a ceremony declaring the Grimeton Radiostation 

>a Historic Memorial Site. 


WOW. Real History in the making! 
All hands mark this one down on your calendar. 


That machine should be one of the 100-200KW alternators, if my memory 
is not too foggy. That will put out a signal that can be heard 
around the world, day or night on that QRG. 


I would like to hear anything from anyone that can actually receive 
the transmission from this behemoth out of the past. 


How many of us can muster up a receiver and enough wire to capture 
that transmission? Ricenboxen will usually have a rough time down 
there unless designed for the task. Old marine receivers should fare 
pretty well, if they go low enough. It takes real tuned circuits to 
work those 17442 meter waves (17.2 khz). 


>The Grimeton radiostation is located 10 kilometers 
>(6 miles) east of Varberg on the Swedish west coast 
>and has the worlds only Alexanderson Alternator, 
>still in operating condition. 


Yes, all the others have gone to the iron mongers. The last one 

in US hands went belly up in 1960 or so, and was last used on the 

air about the time of the Korean war. During WWII, the Alexanderson 
alternators in Hawaii were the only reliable long-haul to the west coast 
and to the fleet subs, 24 hrs a day, 7 days a week. 


Keying is interesting, by means of a backshunt into a dummy load on 

key up and out to the antenna on key down. This is usually done with 

a magnetic amplifier circuit that changes a coupled circuit from being 
non-resonant key down to being resonant at key up to absorb the radiated 
load. Antennas were usually 1 to 3 miles long. Radio Central, on Long 
Island, NY had such antennas arranged like the spokes of a giant wheel 
for point to point anywhere in Europe, including Sweden. The antenna 

at Grimeton is 2280 meters (or 1.44 miles long). 


The alternator runs at about 2500-3000 rpm, and needs to be set 

to precisely the correct speed so that its 300 or so poles will 
generate the 17.2 khz frequency. Most alternators ran on freqencies 
of 10-30 khz although a few ran as high as 100 khz. The machines 
were up to 50 feet long and weighed many many tons. These be REAL 
boatanchors. Even the smallest of 2 kw at 100 khz weighed in 

at several tons and ran at a speed of 20,000 rpm, putting over 15 
amperes of current into the antenna at 130 volts of rf. Imagine 
what the big one will do..... ‘ea ee 


>The testtransmission will take place on October 23, 
>1996 at approx. 0945-1015 UT on a QRG of 17.2 kHz 
>with the callsign SAQ. 


HISTORY! We should definitely take a few minutes that day and dial 

up the LF receiver. Someone in Europe or thereabouts should record 
the transmission, and someone there should record the racket on site, 
as the machine whirrs into history. With motors as big as hundreds of 
horsepower to spin it up, it ain't very quiet.

Every viable business operates by buying low and selling high, at least on 
average. With storefront businesses, stuff that doesn't move gets reduced 
in price quickly, even if that means taking a loss. Carrying an inventory 
(as Mike pointed out) costs money, and with boatanchors there's the added 


consideration of having to load and haul the stuff around. 


When markets change, there's usually a time lag before the changes are 

widely recognized. If boatanchors just keep appreciating, then perhaps it's 
worthwhile for the sellers to hang onto stuff longer. If not, eventually 

some sellers will be forced to take losses. Not too long ago it was truly a 
seller's market, there weren't many people selling this stuff and there were 
quite a few more buyers than sellers. Now though, if Belton is an accurate 
indicator, there are lots of sellers, each expecting a return on his investment. 


I'm not foolish enough to try to predict the future, but I do think the 
market dynamics involved with boatanchors is fascinating and should be 
interesting to watch over the next year or so. It's also interesting that 
no one spoke up indicating that the market situation is much different 
elsewhere.

Hi folks, was updating my Space Shuttle Systems Handbooks which contain 
schematic drawings of the shuttle. I usually work with shuttle systems 
(ie Electrical Power System, Auxiliary Power Units, Environmental 
Control and Life Support) but just happened to be updating the 
Communications/Ku Band section of the handbooks when I noticed a tube 
symbol. 


The Ku band transmitter uses a Traveling Wave Tube for output: 6.3 VDC 
filament, 200 VDC anode, 7.0 KVDC cathode, with three collimators at 4.6 
KVDC, 5.3 KVDC, and 6.6 KVDC. I don't know what the tube type is... 


So the Space Shuttle is a BA! (and not just because it uses CRT's 
either...) Figured this might interest y'all...

This unit was manufactured by Hallicrafters, in the 1940s or 50s as far 
as I can tell. The power will turn on and the speaker will buzz static, 
but I don't know how far it works beyond that. It looks in good condition. 
I have no idea how this unit is tuned; the case is marked "82 megacycles." 
It may be missing some tubes. 


*xUS Army Radio Receiver R-392/URR 

RX from 0 to 32 MHz in 1 kHz steps with tuning via digital number-wheels. 
The unit appears to be in working order and looks pretty good, though I 
haven't tested it extensively. 24 VDC power supply and full field manual & 
schematics dated 1954. The manual says "Collins Radio and Stewart Warner 
Electric." The case says "Dunbrow Electric." 


xUS Army Signal Corps Transmitter Tuning Units TU-5-B and TU-9-B. 
I have no idea whether these units work or what transmitters they work with. 


*xUS Army Radio Receiver RT-18/ARC-I 
I don't know anything about this rig, or if it even works. It looks 
pretty beat-up. 


*xUS Army carrying/operating case for Hallicrafters C118/TRC-1. 
Beautifully made of wood and painted olive drab, with a drawer for 
operating accessories and a slide-out shelf. I don't have the radio. 


xCollins Radio Type 7C HF power amplifier. 
I believe that this unit was made in 1938 and is now very rare. It's 
missing some tubes. 


*xWilcox Electric Type CW3 Communications Receiver. 

It switches on and hums and gives static through the earphones, but I 
can't tell much beyond that. I don't know how it's tuned but I have a set 
of coils which I believe are swapped in and out of the back of the thing 
to give it a range of about 1 to 20 MHz. I also have the manual, a 
beautiful hardcover thing with full schematics, dated 1943. 


*xHallicrafters Model SX-99 All-Band receiver 
@.5 to 34 MHz via semicircular tuning dial. I think this unit is 
functional but may need some fixing-up. 


I really don't know what to do with this stuff and no one in the club 
today is interested in using it. I would be interested in knowing whether 
anyone collects these old rigs, and what you think they are worth. If you 
would like to swap for or buy any, and give them a good home, please email 
me at jbhertzb@unix.amherst.edu.
